THE SPRING COURTSs. 


The Spring term of the Superior 
Courts of the several Judicial Dis- 
tricts commenced with the com- 
mencement of February, and it is 
reasonably supposed that before 
the first of une the working 
force for the building of the new 

enitentiary with be increased to at 
east 500 operatives. We were pres- 
ent this week upon the sessions of 
two Courts, the first of which was 
that for 


ALAMANCE COUNTY, 


where his Honor, Judge Albion W. 
Tourgee, presides with easy grace and 
dignity. The Court met promptly at 
10 o’clock, the grand jury called and 
sworn and discharged until Wed- 
hnesday morning.» His Honor stated 
to Solicitor Bulla that the General 
Assembly had passed an act for the 
encouragement of crime, known as 
the billto extend the jurisdiction of 
magistrates, &c., and desired him to 
examine the same that he might 
know his own jurisdiction, &e. 

Sclicitor Bulla said he had only 
seen the condensed form of the act as 
contained in the Raleigh DaAILy 
NEws, but he was informed that a 
certified copy of the original bill was 
in town and he would examine the 
same and reply. 

A Dumber of small unimportant 
State cases was called and disposed of 
by submission, ete. 

The civil docket was taken up and 
called over. 

As is usually the case in this law- 
abiding and well ordered county, the 
dockets, both State and civil, were 
small. But for two lenghty and 
muchly litigated cases from Randolph 
and Orange counties, the county 
business could have been disposed of 
easily in three days. 

We observed in attendance upon 
the Court the following members of 
the legal profession: Solicitor Bulla, 
Hon. W. A. Graham,Thomas Ruffin, 
Esq., Major John W. Graham and 
Thomas Webb, of Orange; Hon. 
John Kerr, of Caswell; Col. Dillard, 
Hon. J. T. Leach, Col. John A. Gil- 
mer, Col. J. T. Morehead, Col. J. I. 
Scales and Leyi M. Scott, Esq., of 
Greensboro; Samuel Webb, Captain 
J. A. Graham, Jas. E. Boyd, Edward 
Parker; George F. Bason and J. T. 
Crocker, of Alamance. 

Since our last visit, six months ago. 
Graham, the county seat, has under- 
gone quite a change for the better 
and new improvements are going on 
in every partof the village. Two 
handsome and elegant residences, 
heretofore referred to by our Graham 
correspondent, are on the eve of com- 
pletion; old houses and dilapidated 
iences are being renovated, new 
stores have been opened and one bar 
ioom closed. We are more than 
pleased to chronicle these evidences 
of the thmit enterprise and prosperi- 
tv of Graham. Graham needs more 
manuufaeturies, having only one at 
present, the large whiskey and bran- 
dy distillery of Messrs. Hutcheson & 
Co. This distillery, located as it is in 
a fine grain and fruit section, does a 
large business and turns out first 
class goods of its character. If the 
people will drink (though we would 
earnestly protest against it) we would 
advise them to use ¥ re and unadul- 
terated liquors, and by purchasing 
from our North Carolina distillers, 
especially Messrs. Hutcheson & Co., 
they are sure to get it.

“MURDER WILL Ovut.’’—The fol- 
lowing novel and interesting cir- 
cumstances, being one of the many 
to prove the truth of the old adage 
that ‘‘murder will out,’’ was reported 
to us yesterday by Sheriff Gantt, of 
Rockingham county, who was con- 
versant with the facts in the case: 

In 1865 a well known colored man 
of Charlotte county, Va., mysterious- 
ly disappeared. It was genemiy be- 
leved that he had been foully dealt 
with ; detectives were employed, and 
every means used to obtain a clue 
that would even form a ground-work 
for suspicion, but not the slightest 
progress could be made in that direc- 
tion. The affair remained a mystery 
and time had almost wiped out the 
memory of the colored man and the 
circumstances of his mysterious dis- 
appearance. 

Last week two gentlemen of well 
known good character and high 
standing in the community, who 
were also brothers-in-law, had a quar- 
rel, from which ensued a_ personal 
difficulty. An amicable adjustment 
between the broihers-in-law could 
not be effected by friends. They 
abused and denounced each other in 
auch unmeasured and unguarded 
terms that it finally leaked out that 
each knew something of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the colored man, 
and upon an investigation it was 
clearly shown that they were the mur- 
derers of the man. They have been 
committed to jail, not even bein 
allowed bail, and the evidence is sai 
te be convincing and conclusive— 
one being as guilty as the other. 


MURDER IN GATES CouNTY.— We 
learn froma private letter that on the 
16th inst., in Gates county, Benjamin 
Arline was stabbed by Jacob R. 
Hathaway without provocation. Ar- 
line died on the 21st inst., and at last 
accounts Hathaway had not been ar- 
rested. Hathaway is about forty-five

whereabouts of Doctor Harrison, (in 
Danville, for a requisi- 
tion from the Governor of that State. 
The requisition was granted, and on 

esterday this officer delivered to the 
Jailor of Wake county the prisoner. 
Truly, ‘‘the way of the transgressor 
is hard.”’ 


Statisticians, relying on figures that 
never lie, give a man an average of 
one year of married felicity before he 
dies, is divorced, or consigned to the 
lunatic asylum.

precision and simplicity.’’ The Re- 
puclican majority in Congress evi- 
dence some signs of a disposition to 
listen to reason in this case, and to 


heen done by mislegislation. 


THE New York Hera/d of the 24th 
instant has a long telegraphic ac- 
count of the killing of STEVE Low- 
pRY, the last of the Robeson county 
outlaws. The conclusion of the re- 
port is as follows: ‘To the exposure 
viven to their bloody deeds, and to 
the concentration of public opinion 
directed against them by the //era/d, 
which forced the State Legislature to 
vifer the large rewards that subse- 
quently brought them one by one to 
the dust,) (italies ours) is due the an- 
nihilation of this notorious gang of 
outlaws.’’ That's news. 

In its editorial comments the Her- 
ald says: ‘‘Forten years the Low- 
ERY’S Kept the mountain districts 
(italics ours again) about Lumberton 
in terror.” 

And that’s geography ! 


THE Salisbury Watchman thinks 
the people of the State are neither 
willing orable at this time to waste 
money on the State University, and 
says it would not be just or right 
that they should be inveigled into 
it. Itsays: ‘We are, therefore, op- 
posed to any appropriation being 
made for the purpose, and think that 
all proceedings concerning the mat- 
ter, might as well be dispensed with 
for the present at least.’’ Has our 
cotemporary thought of the fact that 
at present this State is annually con- 
tributing to the Universities and 
Colleges of other States a sufficient 
umount to place the State University 
upon a solid basis. Notwithstanding 
the impoverished condition of the 
State, we believe there is a strong 
disposition and a determination to 
revive this once honored institution. 


AND Boston is still unhappy. A 
delegation of her staidest citizens, 
headed by Ex-Gov. CLAFLIN, waited 
upon the President a few days since 
to ask the withdrawal of the nomina- 
tion of SimMons. And Mr. GRANT 
would not unless the persons recom- 
mending SIMMONS should request it. 
They, Messrs. BouTWELL, BUTLER, 
BUFFINTON and Hooper, whenfim- 
portuned declined, and therefore 
Boston mourns. 

Boston was magnanimous. Bos- 
ton proposed that CLAFLIN should be 
made Collector in Simmons’ stead, 
and ‘‘Barkis was’’ eminently ‘‘wil- 
ling,’’ but still the three B’s and 
HOoPrER could not see it. 

We sympathize with Boston. It 
is an infljction to have a man with 
such a name as Collector of that Post, 
but Beston must submit. BuTlLER 
wills it, and GRANT obeys, and 
GRANT could do uo wrong, as Boston 
though¢ but one short month ago.

ACCORDING to the latest informa- 
tion from the Philadelphia College of 
Surgeons, where the Siamese twins 
are undergoing a medical examina- 
tion, it seems a settled fact that any 
attempt made to sever these mon~ 
atrosities in their life-time would 
have resulted in the certain and im- 
mediate death of both. It now ap- 
pears that they had but one liver be- 
tween them, connected by the mys- 
terious band that united them to- 
gether. 


THERE is a probability, as we learn 
from the New York Herald, that 
some legislation will be had at this 
session of Congress looking to the 
establishment of steamer lanes upon 
the ocean : that is fixing, by law, cer- 
tain routes of travel for outward and 
inward bound steamers by which all 
danger of collision from fog, dark- 
ness or other cause could be avoided. 
The Cunard line, ever thoughtful for 
the safety of its patrons, has already 
adopted the more southerly route sug- 
gested. 


THE temperance crusade has 
reached Green ville,'Tennessee—chief- 
ly distinguished as the home of 
ANDREW JOHNSON. The ex-Presi- 
dent threw himself into the Grange 
movement with an ardor, whieh 
would have been remarkable had 
there been no prospect of benefit to 
come of it. The temperance crusade 
having, as we have said, reached his 
home, the question now is what will 
he do about it? ANDbDy is known to 
be fond of the ardent, and as there is 
nothing to be made, politically, by 
connection with this new movement 
we expect that the smiles of John 
Barleyeorn will prove more per- 
suasive than the prayers of the crusa- 
ders. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the 7Jribune 
who professes to have carefully can- 
vassed the Senate upon the subject of 
finance sends to that paper an alpha- 
betical list of Senators, accompanied 
with a brief statement of the opinion 
of each upon the question and the 
reasoning upon which such an opin- 
ion is founded. 

From this statement a majority of 
about ten is found in favor of an infla- 
tion of the currency, by some one or 
other of the various methods that 
have been, or are now before the 
Senate for consideration. 

The position of Senator MERRI- 
MON, of this State, is, of course, 
known, as he is the author of the 
only measure of inflation that has 
yet had sufficient strength to com- 
bine the friends of expansion. He 
has participated actively in the ex- 
tended debate that has been had upon 
the currency question, in its several 
phases, and has the floor for another 
speech when the consideration of the 
question is resumed. 

Senator RANSOM, it is known, also 
favors an increase of currency, be- 
lieving that thereby relief will be af- 
forded tho oppreseett peuple Of the 
South and West. 

The motion of Mr. BuCKINGHAM 
to re-commit to the Finance Com- 
mittee as amended by Senator MER 
RIMON, With instructions to reporta 
bill increasing the volume of the ecur- 
rency until it amounts to $400,000,000, 
is the pending question and its con- 
sideration will be resumed on Tues- 
day next, if we mistake not. We 
shall watch the proceedings of 
the Senate with exceeding interest. 
This question so vitally affeets the 
well-doing of our section that we 
earnestly hope some speedy decision 
may be made. We want more cur- 
rency. Weare crippled in our busi- 
ness operations by its scarcity, and 
the farmers of the land are placed at 
the mercy of merciless money-lenders 
for the means of making their crops 
as well as for the means of transpor- 
ting them when made. 


The New School Law. 

As much interest is felt throughout 
the State in relation to the changes 
which were made in the School Law 
by the General Assembly at its last 
session, we publish the following in 
explanation thereof from Professor 
MCIVER : 


The amendment to the School Law 
ratified Feb. 12, 1874, repeals the rules 
and regulations which the State 
Board of Education had adopted, and 
the provisions of which are substan- 
tially as follows: 

That the school districts shall con- 
tain an area equal to from four to 
seven iniles square. 

That the school districts shall be 
as nearly square in form as the situa- 
tion of the several localities and the 
convenience of neighborhoods will 
permit. 

That the school house shall be as 
near the centre of the school pepula- 
tion of the district as practicable. 

That the people of each district 
shall elect three suitable persons Di:- 
trict Trustees, the people of each race 
Trustees. 

That the District Trustees of e 
District shall solicit voluntary no 
tributions to defray half the cost of 
building,repairing and furnishing the 
District school house, and to supple- 
meut the school money due the Dis- 
trict, so that the public school may 
be continued each year, as long as the 
people of the District may desire; 
that they shall determine the time at 
which the school shall begin, recom- 
mend a teacher who will be accepta- 
ble to the people of the District, and 
assist the School Committee in al] 
relating to the District 

ool. 


These rules and regulations having 


been repealed by the General As-_ 


se.uably cannot be re-enacte 

€ recent regulation which 
published in a foot note on the blank 
forms of orders for school money has 
not been repealed. It remains in full 

Lhe law intends that the high 
prices, to-wit: $20, $30 and $40, ; 
month, according to grade of the 
teacher shall be paid only for schools 
in which twenty or more pupils are 


If a number of pupils is less 


taught. 
than twenty, the highest prices which 
may be paid out of the Public School 


Funds are: To a teacher who holds 
a third grade certificate one dollar a 
month for each pupil; to a teacher 
who holds a second grade certificate, 
one dollar and a half per month for 
each pupil; to a teacher who holds a 
first grade certificate, two dollars a 
month for each pupil, counting the 
number of pupils in all’ cases by their 
average attendance. . 

The act also changes the time at 
which the Registers of Deeds is re- 
quired to report, from July to Octo- 
ber of each year, and makes it the 
duty of school committees to report 
to the county ‘Treasurer the sums of 
money apportioned to the school dis- 
tricts of their respeetive townships. 

These are the only changes which 
have been made in the school law by 
the General Assembly at the last ses- 
sion, and they are published for in- 
formation, in answer to many in- 
quiries. ALEX. MCIVER,
